CHRISTIAN UNION. 
The Advance, the Congregational organ of 
the West, expresses @ very hearty satisfaction 
and enthusiastic enjoyment over the pros- 
pects of union among Christian churches. It 
finds that the disjecta membra of general 
denominations have a tendency to reunite, 
and, in some instances, like the Presbyterian 
sects of Canada, have already reunited. It 
rejoices that the Old School and New School 
Presbyterians of this country are together, 
and is strong in the faith that the refractory 
Southern Presbyterians will speedily come 
into the fold. It finds comfort in the recent 
Pan-Presbyterian Council in Scotland, where 
all branches of Presbyterians met and shook 
bands, and, although they could not quite 
make up their minds to sit down at the 
Lord's Table together, it cheerily and airily 
says: It was something that they récog- 
mized one another as fellow-Presbyterians ; 
let us hope that at the next meeting they 
will recognize one another as tellow-Chris- 
tians.” It gl y rubs its hands because 
two Methodist bodies also joined forces re- 
cently, giving new strength to the Methodist 
Protestant Church; while it is only « ques- 
tion of time as to the reunion of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church North and South. 
The reports from the Episcopal precincts are 
not quite so aatisfactory to the Advance, 
although it declares rather jobilantly that 
“not even the self-satisfied Episcopal sect 
will be able to maintain its isolation without 
putting in a vigorous defense, if that be pos- 
gible, before the aroused intellect and quick- 
ened conscience of the Christian world.” 
There is no doubt that the Episcopal Church 
is more hopelessly divided than any other, for 
the new Keformed Church is young, vigor- 


rapidly as possible, and, as the Advance says, 
„its spread will be in exact proportion to 
the continuance of illiberality in the older 
body.” Still, the Advance does not despair 
of Episcopal union, because even the most 
stubborn and conceited conservatism cannot 
forever maintain itself against the spirit of 
progress.”

When they reunited 
their forces and massed them against the 
Turks, MuxeTar Pasna's army was shattered 
into fragments. The situation in Armenia 
has its suggestions for the great Christian 
army now fighting under different command- 
ers and different flags, some of the divisions 
absolutely refusing to co-operate with the 
others, to unite under the one white 
banner of the Prince of Peace, and 
strike great telling blows at the main army 
of Sin, instead of skirmishing here and there 
and dealing blows that fall short of their 
mark by reason of the weakness with which 
they are delivered. Under the discipline of 
union there would be fewer desertions from 
the ranks. There-would be less shelter for 
heterodoxy within the pale. The cause of 
missions would not languish as it does now. 
There would not be so many poor churches, 
and starveling preachers, and unpaid pew 
rents. For instance, if the Baptists were 
consolidated into one powerful body, we 
probably should not have read in Tux Turn- 
ung yesterday that a Free-Will Baptist 
church-structure in Chicago was sold under 
foreclosure, and did not even bring the face 
of the mortgage. The churches could then 
husband their resources. Instead of wasting 
men and money to carry on rival enterprises, 
with little hope of accomplishment, the 
men and money would be massed upon a 
given object and carry it through with irre- 
sistible force. It is notorious that Brother 
Moopy has always complained that one of 
the chief obstacles in his way has been the 
division of the churches, and it has been a 
case of regret to Taz Cuicaco Tarsuns to 
observe that before he could move upon the 
hosts of Hell he has had to preface his attack 
by evangelical effort within the pale of the 
Church. In other words, he has had to 
revive churches before he could revive sin- 
ners. All this might be spared if the 
churches would unite for concentrated 
effort upon the fundamental truths and prin- 
ciples of religion, banish all ‘ isms,” and co- 
operate in the humane labor of saving their 
fellow-men.

HONEST LOCAL GOVERNMENT. — 

To-morrow evening the Republican party 
in this city will select the delegates who will 
compose the Convention which on Tuesday 
is to nominate candidates forcounty officers, 
The vital point at issue in this election is not 
one merely of national politics, but is one of 
Governmental honesty. Three years ago 
the city was practically bankrupt ; the political 
traders and their associate thieves had seized 

all branches of the City Government. The 
Treasury was empty; a floating debt of 
several millions existed; the offices were 
vrowded with salaried loafers. So bold had 
they become that they seized the ballot- 
boxes and vounted inall candidates belong- 
ing to their gang. The people at last 
themselves. They, bravely sacrificing / all 
minor questions, united and at the polls ex- 
pelled the ruffians and the thieves. ‘hey 
abolished one-third of the offices, cut off all 
useless expenditures, reformed the police and 
fire departments, and reduced the ex- 
penditures of the City Government over a 
million dollars annually, and have been ever 
since extinguishing the large floating debt. 

The affairs of the County Government 

have reached a like crisis, and from the same 
gause. The County Government has be- 
come a moral and political abomination. It 
is hardly denied that the public is remorse- 
lessly robbed of every cent of which the cor- 
ruptionists can get control. The Board of 
County Commissioners has become more of 
a disgrace than the old Board of Super- 
visors, which was abolished because of its 
miquities. For two or three years a con- 
trolling majority of the Board of Commis- 
aioners has acted dishonestly in several ways: 
By the dishonest creation of useless offices 
to make places for idle dependents; by the 
increase of expenditures in the County 
Clerk’s office, which office is now more cost- 
ly than the entire Executive Department of 
the State Government of Illinois; by the 
dishonest imcrease in the expenditures for 
Alms-House, Insane Asylum, County Hos- 
pital, and Outdoor Relief; by the dishonest 
allowances of extraordinary salaries,—the 
County Attorney alone receiving a great- 
er annual salary than was paid the 
Attorney-General of the United States dur- 
ing eighty years of the Government. The 
expenses of Cook County exceed those of 
the whole Executive, Judicial, and Legisla- 
tive Departments of the State of Illinois. 
All the departments of the County Govern. 
ment are iu the control of these men, except 
the office pf County Treasurer. During 
the last year ‘the County Treasurer has offi- 
cially resisted the illegal and dishonest action 
of the County Board, and now the attempt 
is made to seize that office also. 

The time has come when the people of 
Chicago must give their attention to this 
business, or Cook County will be as bankrupt 
in money and in credit as was the city in 
1875. _ Unless the public give their attention 
to the protection of their own interests, the 
County Government will be literally a den of 
thieves. 

The delegates to be elected to-morrow 
evening will have to nominate candidates for 
County Treasurer, County Clerk, and County 
Commissioners ; and whether the persons 
nominated shall be elected or not, depends 
entirely on the character of the men nomi- 
nated. It will be useless to appeal for votes 
upon party grounds, unless the candidates 
shall of themselves command personal re- 
spect and confidence. It will be useless to 
say to the public that the Republican candi- 
date for County Treasurer, or County Clerk,

DEMOCRATIC REFORM IN COOK COUNTY. 

The Democratic notion of reform, as exhib- 
ited by their Committee, is peculiar. It is 
only a year ago that band-wagons were pa- 

the streets with ‘‘Tmpzn and Re- 
form” and Reform is Necessary plastered 
all over them, and heralded forth by the din 
of cracked bugles and bass-drums ; a large 
number of boys were indulged with torch- 
lights to arouse the inert people to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that it was only through the 
Democratic party that honesty, economy, 
and retrenchment in the public service could 
be assured ; flaring transparencies bore the 
same magic legends, illumined more by their 
own effulgence than the dim candles that 
lighted them ; public speakers harangued the 
people till the hoarseness of the orators and 
the physical weariness of the audiences could 
bear no more; à brilliant promise was held 
out of a political millennium under the aus- 
pices of the Democratic party. Cook 
County was among those communi- 
ties that permitted themselves to be 
partially duped by the parades, the torch- 
lights, the fanfare, and the oratorical flour- 
ishes. Mr. Torn carried the city and 
county, and dragged through the Democratic 
County Commissioners with him. The re- 
sult was to solidify the County Board as a 
Democratic institution, and to cement more 
strongly than ever che Ring which rules and 
plunders the county. This is one illustra- 
tion of Cook County Democratic notions 
of reform.“ 

But it is the same Reform crowd which 
comes forward this year, throws off the mask, 
no longer so much as professes or promises 
reform, and openly seeks an affiliation with 
the ‘‘Industrials,” with the certainty of 
getting the Communist vote and the hope of 
deceiving the workingmen, as a class, by this 
pretense of especial sympathy. Itis not 
merely in the proposition for such an al- 
liance which has been made by the 
managers of the local Democratic party, 
but in the basis submitted to this 
end, that the Democratic purpose is 
revealed. The plan of co-operation pro- 
posed by the Democrats is that they shall 
retain the paying offices, such as the County 
Treasury, County Clerkship, and all the fat 
offices to be filled, while the InduStrials ” 
may have the five places in the County 
Board, and make what they can out of 
them. Now, the County Board is the Legis- 
lature of Cook County. It determines the 
appropriations, makes the contracts, levies 
the taxes, issues the bonds, manages the 
publi® charities, and largely dictates the 
subordinate appointments in all branches of 
the County Government. It is patent to 
the Democratic ringsters that there can be 
no reform in the administration of county 
affairs without first improving the character 
of this Board. It is also perfectly well 
known to them that the confessed purpose 
of an independent appearance of the In- 
dustrials in politics is to seeure what they 
call a liberal policy, which means to 
spend even more taxpayers’ money than 
ever for pauper supplies and con- 
tract work. In the face of this 
knowledge the local Democratic managers 
propose to throw the Board into the hands 
of the Industrials and Communists, to sup- 
port any men whom they may name, no 
matter how unfit or unscrupulous, and to 
assist in the continuation of Ring plunder. 
They propose to use the Commissioners as 
mere pawns wherewith to. maneuvre their 
designs on the fat offices of the County 
Government. This is another illustration of 
the Democratic notion of reform. 


THE EPISCOPAL GENERAL CONVENTION. 
The Convention of the Protestant Episco- 


pal Church in the United States, which has 
been in session at Boston for ten days, is an 
important ecclesiastical body. Though pos- 
sessing a constituency which, in wealth and 
numbers, ranks fifth or sixth in the country, 
the Episcopal Church embraces much more 
than that proportion of the intelligence and 
social influence of the large cities. The cor- 
poration of Trinity Chuch alone, in the City 
of New York, wields a power as enormous as 
that of a great railroad, and the character of 
some of the delegates now in at- 
tendance upon the Convention is suf. 
ficient testimony to the position of 
the laity in politics, literature, and 
business The Convention is held triennially. 
The Bishops are gathered together in onet 
House, the representatives of the clergy and 
laity in another. The approval of both 


_ bodies is necessary to the consummation of 


constitutional amendments, and it has been 
found in practice, as was intended in theory, 
that the conservatism of the one body has act- 
ed as a check upon such spirit of innovation 
as may appear in the other. Conserva- 
tism is, indeed, the dominating quality of 
the Convention. Its occupation seems to be 
to consider radical alterations in the polity 
of the Church, for the purpose of rejecting 
them in an authoritative manner. In point 
of dignity, learning, and a broad, catholic 
sympathy with the. cause of true religion, 
wherever found or however manifested, the 
Episcopal Convention compares favorably 
with any simular gathering. 

The positive results of the.Convention in 
Boston thus far have been small. It has 
been distinguished, like most of its prede- 
cessors, more for what it has refused to do 
than for what ithasdone. Beyond the mak- 
ing of two new dioceses in Illinois and one 
in West Virginia, we do not recall a single 
important change from the order of things 
established when the Convention met. On 
the other hand, the Convention has refused 
to change the name of the Church; to short- 
en the service ; to permit missionary juris- 
dictions within dioceses already established ; 
and to authorize a commission for the revis- 
ion of the constitution. A resolution advo- 
cating the separation of Church and State in 
England was summarily voted down, as 
might have been expected. The report 


and up to a certain point, the interests ot 


the Episcopal Church and the Republican 
party are identical. 

Below the surface there is an indication of 
the spirit of the Convention which is worthy 
of examination. It has been true thus far, 
and will probably prove true till the end, 
that the Convention has refused to teke hold 
of Ritualism, even for the purpose of putting 
itdown. The subject has always ges ap- 
proached with a long pair of tongs, and has 
been treated in the most respectful, not to 
say gingerly, fashion, The Church is profit- 
ing by the experience of the Charch of En- 
gland. There it has been found that the 
more Ritualism is attacked the stronger it 
becomes. It rises refreshed and invigorated 
from every overthrow. It fortifies itself 
with the shot and shell which ite antagonists 
throw into its intrenchments. It perishes 
only when it is deprived of sustenance, and 
dies of inanition. There is another side to 
the question. The High-Churoh party in 
the Episcopal Church is now unquestionably 
stronger than ever before. Since the 
reformers in the Church have been weakened 
by the secession of Bishops Curnzy and Fa 
Lows, and others, the hierarchy has been 
more homogeneous and determined than 
ever before; more clear in its high purpose; 
more satisfied of its strength with the peo- 
ple; and more at peace with its own con- 
science. 


THE $500,000 PRIZE. 

The Corvin-Lizs party, the Communists, 
the broken speculators, the unscrupulous 
contractors, the blowers and strikers of the 
County Ring, are playing for a big stake this 
fall. They see $500,000 ahead of them in ad- 
dition to the regular annual plunder. This is 
the amount which the Ring ask the people of 
Cook County to vote,—a blanket mortgage 
on-their property,—under the possible con- 
dition that its expenditure will be by the ap- 
proved Ring methods and under the super- 
vision of agents selected by the Ring. It 
was a shrewd device in the Ring to associate 
this large amount of money with the result 
of the election, holding it out as the chief 
prize in a sort of gift-lottery, to be distrib-. 
uted among the workingmen on the Com- 
munistic plan in case the Ring can win it. 
The Ring and its agents are industriously at 
work to impress upon the workingmen that the 
voting of the $500,000 mortgage will furnish 
more employment at better wages; upon the 
vagrant and dead-beat class, that, with this 
sum to devote to the Court-House, there will 
be more left to distribute among the various 
pauper funds; upon the contractors, that it 
will yield a rich harvest of extras; and upon 
the mass of political dependents, that it will 
support a larger number of bummers than 
ever at public expense. 

But how is it with the property-owners 
and taxpayers upon whom this extra burden 
of $500,000 must fall, sooner or later? 
Where will they find their compensation for 
voting it? If the $500,000 were offered as 
a reward for the apprehension and 
conviction of the men who have 
been plundering the oounty in the 
past, or as a guarantee fund that the plunder- 
ing shquid cease in the future, they could 
afford to vote it. But the $500,000 repre- 
sents that much additional temptation and 
a new opportunity for thievery. The men 
who have secured its submission to the popu- 
lar vote (to which they were constrained after 
fruitless efforts to issue the bonds without 
popular approval) hope to make it service- 
able in gathering the support of the impe- 


| found and subtle controversy. What is the 
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the world has ever known, treated of the 
Will in an essay that retains a place in theo- 
logical literature. He held that Liberty 
consisted in the power of doing what one 
wills, not in the power of willing without 
a motive. Hence he believed that, 
untii the soul was regenerate, man 
would not have sufficient motives to will 
properly. Bishop Burzzs, in his Analogy,” 
argued that the conflict between Fate and 
Free- Will need not be included in the Chris- 
tian scheme; on the contrary, he showed 
that the two theories in the end came to the 
same thing. Nearly every great theologian 
has examined the question, and probed it 
deeply, and the variance of views among 
them is almost as infinite as the perplexities 
they have attempted to clear away. 

This is the question which Prof. Trwpa.t 
grappled in his last lecture, reports of which 
have just reached America, and which will 
be found in our columns. It would be an 
unfair retort upon him, perbaps, to say that 
he has strayed out of his province, and bo- 
come a trespasser on pre-empted ground. 
If the retort were fair, no student of science 
or theology would feel like making it; for 
Prof. Tryp brings to the discussion of 
every subject wide information, an earnest 
spirit, and a fascinating way of putting 
things. He has apparently stumbled into 
the Free-Will maze, not entered it with pre- 
meditation. The occasion which brought 
the lecture forth was the meeting of the 
Midland Institute at Birmingham, Oct 1. 
The Professor began with a depreca- 
tory allusion to the circumstances under 
which. he found himself called upon 
for an address, and said, almost in a 
querulous manner, that other scientific men 
were not required to yield their time, to a 
similar degree, for popular discussions. 
With this protest against speaking at all, he 
advanced his main proposition thus: The 
order and energy of the universe I hold to 
be inherent, and not imposed from without 
—the expression of fixed law and not of 
arbitrary will, exercised by what CARLTIA 
would call an almighty clockmaker.” The 
two conceptions, he held, were not so much 
opposed to each other after all. In one es- 
sential particular at least they agree. 
„They equally imply the interdependence 
and harmonious interaction of parts, and 
the subordination of the individual powers 
of the universal organism to the working of 
the whole.” In illustration of this harmony, 
Prof. Trnpauu stated briefly the present 
condition of the doctrine of the Conservation 
of Forces, showing that it applies with equal 
pertinence to the action of the voltaic bat- 
tery and the muscles of the human arm. 
Heat is transformed into its equivalen 
with as great precision in the one in- 
stance as in the other. Following the 
inquiry as to human action, the cause was 
traced successively to the nerves, to the 
centre of the nervous system, and to a final 
self. We here find ourselves,” said Prof. 
TrxpaLL, face to face with a problem which 
is the theme, at the present moment, of pro- 


casual connection, if any, between the object- 
ive and subjective—between molecular mo- 
tions and states of consciousness? My 
answer is, I know not, nor have I as yet met 
anybody who knows.”

cunious classes for the Democratic ring, be- 
sides thus securing an enormous fund to 
divide up with favorite contractors after it 
shall have been voted. 

The prudent people of Cook County must 
not allow this $500,000 issue of bonds for 
the enrichment of the Ring to go through 
by default. Not another dollar should be 
voted for county uses until it shall have be- 
come absolutely certain that the Ring has 
been smashed, and that the money will be 
honestly spent. The law gives the County 
Board authority to tax the people 75 cents 
on every $100 worth of property of all kinds 
in the county, and the Ring absorb this im- 
mense yield to the very last penny. But 
they should not be permitted to lay their 
hands on anything beyond that. If five re- 
liable; honest Commissioners can be elected 
this fall, and a majority of the Board thus 
secured for the people, there will be suffi- 
cient saving out of the regular tax-levy to 
enable the Board to continue work upon the 
Court-House. If any one of the five Com- 
missioners to be elected should join the 
Ring, then it is important that there should 
not be an extra dollar to squander or steal. 
All considerations, therefore, urge pradent 
people to vote against the proposed issue of 
$500,000 in bonds, and this must be kept in 
mind as one of the chief features of the 
election.

PROF. TYNDALL ON FREE-WILL. 

The complaint has been often urged 
against the theologians that they invade the 
domain of science, and presume to speak 
therein with an authority which does not 
belong to them. Authority, it is said, is 
derived from kuowledge, aud knowledge of 
a technical subject can only be taken for 
granted in one who has devoted special study 
to it. Modern science demands of its 
votaries a complete consecration of talents 
and energies. Partial or superficial examina- 
tion of the facts of nature is hardly more 
tolerable than ignorance. Arguments based 
on the knowledge of the amateur are little 
more to be respected than the ravings of 
bigots. Only a scientific mau oan be per- 
mitted to speak on scientific subjects with 
authority. The clergyman is, by the nature 
of his profession, debarred from controvert- 
ing the teachings of science. 

These are the opinions of a number of 
scientific men, who resent theological dis- 
pute of the accepted facts of science as an 
impertinence. We are not aware that Prof. 
TrxpaLL himself has ever occupied this ad- 
vanced and arrogant position, but there can 
be no question that it has been occupied in 
his behalf by some of his admirers. Now, it 


complete masters of the circumstances which 
create our motives, wishes, and tendencies to 
action. Our physical and intellectual proc- 
esses are woven for us, not by us. Processes 
in the conduct or regulation of which we 
have no share have made us what we are. 
Here, surely, if anywhere, we are as clay 
in the hands of the potter. It is the great- 
est of delusions to suppose that we come 
into this world as sheets of white paper on 
which the age can write anything it likes, 
making us good or bad, noble or mean, as 
the age pleases. The age can stunt, pro- 
mote, or pervert pre-existent capacities, but 
it cannot create them.” | 

Prof. Tynpatu’s theory of Free-Will is 
nearly connected, it will be seen, with the 
doctrine of Evolution, which, he contends, 
is now accepted, even by the clerical world, 
as the truth of Nature.” But the evolu- 
tion of morals is not so accepted, and will 
not be, we fancy, on the authority of Prof. 
TYNDALL, who is here manifestly usurping 
the functions of the preacher. Science is 
accurate, fixed, precise; it pretends to deal 
with facts, not with speculations. In his 
discussion of the nature of Free-Will, there- 
fore, Prof. ‘TynpaLL has temporarily aban- 
doped his character as a scientific man, and 
taken on the garments of a theologian. 


There is one element that played an im- 
portant part in the recent French elections 
that has not been sufficiently considered.

Business was quite brisk the past week, the 
amount of loans negotiated being respectable 
considering the times.

Curcaao, Oct. 19.—] notice with surprise the 
accusation made against Mrs. N. Vandevoort 
causing the death of her husband. Between 
three and four months previous to the death of 
Mr. Nelson Vandevoort I had said to him sub- 
stantially that there was not only no cure 
to be hoped for in his case, but that 
the influence of any known medicine on the 
course of his disease was so slight, doubtful, and 
even detrimental, that I advised him not to 
squander his little means on doctors’ fees or 
gists’ compounds. The patient came into 
my hands from Dr. Walter Hay, late resident 
of this city. He had tested the wine, for 
sugar; I tested it. Albert E. Elart, one of 
our first chemists, had tested it; we all found 
that he had “diabetes mellitus“ in a very 
acute form, which disease exhausted his vitality. 
He became dropsical, he lost his appetite and 
flesh, and wasted away to a skeleton, except 
when he was bloated with dropsical effu- 
sions about the abdomen, feet, and face. 
He for several months had signs of tubercular 
disorganization of the lungs, cough, initative 
fever, and the usual physical signs of the disease. 
Overwhelmed by these grave and multitudinous 
ills, the man died a natural death from disease, 
and no one not a fiend or a fool could, with a 
knowledge of the true state of affairs, come 
to any other conclusion. To ease his sufferings 
in the last stages of his disease and to procure 
sleep, he took opiates, at nights usually, once 
in awhile possibiy in the daytime, but always in 
a safe, suitable dose, never in toxic or danger- 
ous quantities. All the prescriptions are on 
record, and may be examined. He had 
been seriously sick from January, 1876, and 
died in September. I write this without seeing 
or advising with Mrs. Vandevoort or any one 
else. Mrs. V. was a most kind and ex- 
emplary hurses, all through bis illness, 
so far as 1 could observe, entirely 
devoted to her charge. Apropos of the $65 
said to have gone to the doctor, I wish to state 
it was not received by me,—the services in his 
last illness not having been settled for yet, and 
being less than two-thirds of that amount. In 
conclusion, Infinite Wisdom without doubt 
has discovered a raison etre for rare 
specimens of the genus homo, anomalies in the 
common current of humanity, who may find a 
reason for their action in malignantly charging 
the innocent with heinous crimes and endeav- 
oring to add to the pain of unfeigned sorrow 
the sting and venom of the most hor- 
rible calumny. The laws, untortunately, 
have done little to protect the 
innocent fron the attacks of these wretches 
but what can be done by honest, well-intentioned 
citizens to render their action nugatory should 
be done as a matter of common justice in which 
all are alike —— — and this, Mr. Editor, is 
I or troubling you with this commu- 
nication.

FINANCIAL. 


The loan market was dull and uninteresting. Ap- 
plications for loans were received to only a moder- 
ate amount. Country banks keep up a steady de- 
mand for rediscounts, but the orders for currency 
bave failen away. Supplies of mercantile paper 
are light. Collections are hard and slow, but our 
first-class merchants are strong enough to be inde- 
pendent to agreat extent of the banks notwithstand- 
ing the difficulty of collections. There are some 
offerings of paper for discount in order to discount 
bille due East, but the total demand for loans is 
not sufficient to keep the funds of the banks in act- 
ive use. Rates of discount were 8@10 per cent 
at the banks to regular customers. On the street, 
first-class call loans wereegot‘able at 5, and un- 
exceptionable time paper at 6@7 per cent. New 
York exchange was inactive and was quoted at par 
@25c per $1,000 discount. The clearings of the 
week are reported as follows by Manager D. R 
Hale of the Chicago Clearing- House:

A BREAK IN THE BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT. 

The Pubdtic. in ite usual presentation of the 
weekly clearings of the principal cities, remarks: 

Business has struck a sandbar. Until Oct. 1 
there was quite encouraging improvement. Had 
it continued in fun proportion, the bank exchanges 
at the tweive chief cities for two weeks of Octo- 
ber would have reached $1,450,000 000, without 
any increase of stock transactions here to swell the 
‘aggregate. Instead, we have exchanges amount- 
ing to only $1, 285, 548,291, against $1, 235, 277, - 
954 during the corresponding weeks last 
year. -an increase of only $50,270,000; and 
yet the sales of stock were larger d 105 000 
shares than those of the two weeks 188 
which would occasion an increase of at — 2. 
000. 000 in exchanges. In addition, there were 
heavy payments last week, amounting to many 
millions, in settlement for 4 per cent bonds. 
Moreover, the operations of several large Danks at 
San Francisco, which were not in the Clearing- 
House last year, are now included, adding proba- 
bly more than $4,000,000 each week to the re- 
corded exchanges, but not tothe actual transac- 
tions. Thus the aggregate gain disappears, 
notwithstanding the large increase in grain opera- 
tions, amounting to nearly 50 per cent at Milwan- 
kee. In spite of the grain movement, C hicago re- 
turns declining exchanges; but for that movement 
loss would probably appear at Cincinnati and Bal- 
timore, and loss in other than stock business here. 
The following shows the actual exchanges for two 
weeks ending Oct. 13. 1877, and two weeks ending 
Oct. 14, 1876, excepting that tne exchanges of the 
last week at San Francisco this year are estimated 
at $11,000,000.

There are signs of a more active movement of 
cotton at New Orleans, of some increase in the 
iron business at Pittsburg, and in general trade at 
Louisville; Milwaukee, New York, and Baltimore 
gain something on account of increased grain 
movement. But the losses at Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, and St. Louis, and the small gain 
here in spite of very large stock and bond transac- 
tions, te tell a story which is by no means encour 
ing as to the general trade of the country. The 
smallness of shipments here, the personal reports 
of wholesale dealers, the stop of the cotton 
milis at Fall River, and the sinking price of coal 
indicate that those who expected teast as to Octo- 
ber are apt to be least disappointed. 

THE COE RESUMPTION PLAN. 

The Bulletin, of New York, denies, with an ap- 
pearance of authority, some misstatements of the 
New York 7ridune with regard to the plan for the 
resumption of specie-paymenta, which has been 
prepared by Mr. Coe, President of the American 
Exchange National Bank of New York: 

The Committee appointed at the recent Bankers’ 
Convention for considering Mr. Coe's proposal 
have not yet met to consider the scheme, nor nave 
they taken any action whatever in reference to it. 
The question has not been brought before the 
Clearing-House, nor has it been in any way recog- 
nized or considered by the banks of this city be- 
yond an entirely informal — — of it some 
weeks ago by some half- dozen bank officers, who 
met to exchange opinions upon it at Mr. Coe's re- 
quest. There is no co-operation between the 
banks about the matter, nor have the first steps 
been taken towards promoting any joint action; 
and the great diversity of opinion that we find to 
exist among bank managers about the sugvestion 
is not verx encouraging to any prospect of the 
banks combining in any such movement. Any, 
therefore, who may have taken alarm at the 7'rid- 
une’s statements suggestive of a banking revolation 
may safely quiet their fears.

New York was stronger on wheat Saturday, at 
the early call, and some telegrams from that city 
referred to the fact as the result of manipulation 
in the interest of Western operators. It was prob- 
ably a direct consequence of the strength here the 
previous day, which was chieflydue te continued 
rain. 

The Welland Canal will be clades about the Ist 
ef December, and remain closed till May 3. During 
the interval substantiai repairs will be made. 

There has already been rain enough in the North- 
west to put an effectual stopper on the early mar- 
keting of corn of the new crop; and operators in 
corn are disposed to think that that will materially 
help the price of the old. With a dry autumn we 
should probably have had much corn arrive here 
in the early winter that would have spoiled in the 
spring. 

The wet weather has so much diminished deliv- 
eries-of grain in the country that there is no longer 
an urgent cry for more cars, —except on one or two 
roads We note that shippers along the line of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad are still 
crying out about lack of transportation facilities, 
and some of them are marketing their corn in St. 
Louis and Peoria because they cannot send it here. 

The new departure in the provision trade, to 
which we have already adverted, was discussed at 
some length Saturday on Change. The packers 
claim that in establishing agenciés at consuming 
points they are working to extend the already 
mammoth provision trade of Chicago. Some of 
the commission merchants regard the case in a 
widely different light. They say that but for 
the speculative trade in provisions the cash 
system could never have been introduced, nor 
could it be maint&ined; and that without the or- 
der trade the speculative department will vanish, 
in which case the packers may close up their 
storage account, which with one firm alone 
amounts to be about $200,000 per annum. The 
new movement certainly threatens a large reduc- 
tion of trading in the Chicago provision market, 
with all that the phrase implies, which in this case 
may be a great deal. 

The leading produce markets were quite irregu- 
lar Saturday. The weather was still bad, and 
grain receipts small; but this fact had little infu- 
ence outside of cora and oats, which were stronger. 
Provisions were tame and easy, though hogs were 
higher. Wheat weakened %c early, and after- 
wards recovered. Freights were very dull, the 
trading being chiefly tocal. 

There war a rather quiet market for domestic 
dry-goods. The disagreeable weather of the past 
few days has caused a diminished demand, both 
from the city and interior trade, and in most de- 
partments of the market business was slack. In 
values no important changes were noted. the gen- 
eral tenor of prices being one of steadiness. The 
grocery market, though quiet in comparison with 
the early days of the week, was reasonably active 
for the time of year, and prices were uniformly 
well sustainéd. Stocks of sugare are light, and 
holgers are firm in their views. Coffees are in fuli 
supply and remain easy. though the opinion seems 
to prevail that prices are not going much lower. 
Teas, rice, sirups, and molasses were steady. 
There was a quiet feeling in the dried-fruit market, 
prices remaining as before. Fish were in mod- 
erate request at steady figures. Dealers m butter 
reported a fairly active demand, anda firm and 
steady market was witnessed. Cheese remained 
quiet and unchanged. None of the features of 
leather, tobacco, bagging, coal, and wood markets 
showed any pronuunced change. Oats were dealt 
in rather sparingly, ather being against an 
active movement, Prices were unchanged. 

Hogs were firmer early, but closed tame at Fri- 
day’s quotations, or at $4.80@5.00 for light 
weights, and at $4.75@5.25 for heavy. Cattle 
were dull and unsettled, with sales on a basis of 
$2. 50@5. 50 for common to extra. Sheep were in- 
active at $2. 75@4. 25 per 100 Ibs. 

Lumber continues in good demand and firm. The 
bad weather has delayed the filling of orders, but 
country merchants are still liberal buyers, and the 
yard dealers report no perceptible decrease in 
trade. The offerings at the docks sold readily at 
the advance lately established. The weol market 
was quietand firm. Broom-corn was steady under 

a fair order demand, chiefly from the East, and 
the sales were principally of new corn, the receipts 


of which are not heavy enough to depress the mar- 


ket. Seeds were quiet and generally steady. 
Hides declined 4c, and closed weak. Tanners 
refuse to purchase, and dealers are doing little 
even atthe decline. Green fruits were dull and 
lower. Poultry was almost unsalabie, though free- 
ly offered at reduced prices. 

Lake freights were dull and entitely nominal at 
about 4c on corn to — Room was reported 
taken for 32, 000 bu co 

Through rates to New York by lake and rail 
were quoted at 19@19%c on wheat and 1861800 
on corn. 

Rail freights were steady at the recent advance. 
Rates on grain, and other fourth-class are now

adelphia, 45c to Boston and other New England 
point, and 36¢ to Montreal.

{HE WESTERN CHAMPIONSHIP. ~ 
Tne clube of the West which have had any claim 
to prominence, have now either disbanded or got- 
ten ready to do so in such undeniable way as to 
jeave no doubt of their intention to play no more 
games. It is vroper, therefore, to prepare and 
at this time a Western championship 
table, which shall show what has been done by the 
clubs entitled to play for such championship in 
their games among themselves.

THE TURF. 
THE SEASON’S RESULTS. 

The season now closing has not, on the whole, 
been a very profitable one for track managers, 
especialiy those who depended on large cities for 
their support. The bad luck began early in the 
season at Springfield, Mass. The Association at 


this place has for several years given its meeting 


in September, occupying a place in the Septilateral 
Circuit, the name of which was this year changed 
to Grand Central Trotting Circuit. But this season 
Springfield resolved to launch out on her own gc- 
count, and selected dates for a meeting carly in 
June. The result was that the event was a failure 
ef the fattest Kind. When the managers of the 
track gazed at the long rows of vacant seais in 
the grand stand they suddenly remembered— 
what would have occurred to most people 
before—that there were mot enough people 
in Springfield who took an interest in turf sports 
to support a meeting at which $20,000in purses 
was offered, and that ever singe the track was built 
the majority of those attending the great summer 
meeting came in from the surrounding country. 
They could spare the time to put ina day or so at 
the races during the latter part of September, when 
the farm work was well out of the way, but to go off 
on a junketing during the early part of June was 
something which no well- regulated Granger would 
think of. The Springfield geople pocketed their 
joss, smiled grimly, and resdlved to exercise a lit- 
tle more judgment in arranging future meetings. 
Then came the Cleveland meeting. Everything 
went along in fine style as faf as fun was concern- 
ei, and the Association money; but not 
nearly as much as was expected. At Buffalo every-

From these facts it will be seen that the Eastern 
tracks bave had a hard time of it. In this section 
of the country matters have been much better, al- 
though nothing to boast of. Saginaw made a con- 
epicacous failure, to be sure; but the days of Sagi- 
nawes importance have passed. At Chicago, Col, 
Mansur has given three trotting meetings at Dexter 
Park, each of four days’ duration, —something 
never before thought of, as the re 
July meeting has heretofore been considered 
a genteel safficiency in that line. No great 
amount of money has been made, but the 
meetings have been the best ible advertise- 
ment for the track, as at all of them the pro- 
grammes were carried out to the letter, and the 
one commencing July 17 was as enjoyable as any 
that has been held this season anywhere. Chicago 
people are just beginning to appreciate tarf sports 
sufficiently to e a lively interest in their 
maintenance, and if the feeling in their favor 
continues to grow as it has for the past two years 
this city will soon have the most successful and 
best-paying meetingsin the country. Milwaukee, 
also, is awaking from the lethargy into which it 
has been plunged for years, and the excellent track 
at that place is now in the hands of such men ae 
Mr. Brodhead, Mr. C. M. Cottrill, and 
others, who are bound to make it succeed. If a 
sport can grow in the face of hard times, as horse- 
racing has in Chicago for the past two years, it is 
only a question of time when its popularity and 
success will place it beyond the reach of any 
temporary misfortune. 

WINTERING IN CALIFORNIA. 

The 8 of wintering trotting-horses in Cali- 
fornia become quite popular of late, and from 
present prospects a large number of the most 
noted flyers in the country will soon be started for 
the Pacific slope, there to remain until about the 
Ist ot next June, when they will return to take 
part in the meetings held during the summer 
months in this part.of the country. The practice 
of taking horses to California for the winter 
was begun several years ago by Budd Doble and 
Orrin Hickok. The former has been there every 
winter since. Last year John Splan went out with 
Rarus, and the trip was so beneficiaj to that noted 
horse that he intends repeating it this year. It is 
aiso reported that Morrill Higbie will go out with 
the favorite Weatern horse Iattle Fred. This horse 
has been out of fix for some time. At the time of 
the Cleveland meeting. railroad communication 
between that city and Buffalo was cut off by reason 
of the creat strike then existing, and the horses 
that toon part in the events at Cleveland 
were shipped to Buffalo by boat. It is thoucht 
that during the trip across the lake Little Fred 
contracted a severe cold, which necessitated his 
withdrawal from ail engagements. He has trotted 
several races since then, but in none of them was 
he able to show any of his old-time speed. It is 
thought that the warm climate of California, where 
he can have the benefit of jogging exercise all win- 
ter, will bring him out next spring in fine form. 
Bodine, whe was thoroughly *‘ cooked” at the 
close of the campsign of 1876, was sent to Cali- 
fornia in charge of Budd Doble, and came 
back looking as well as he ever did in his lire, 
although a subsequeat lameness prevented him 
from trotting but one race. He now in the 
hands of Dr. Hamilton at Freeport, who hopes to 
nate as good as ever in time for the campaign 
0 8. 

It is certain that a winter of quiet and slow work 
in California leaves a horse in much better sbape 
to go through a hard campaign than does the same 
time passed in a country where the winters are se- 
vere, and, as the extra expense involved is only 
about 5250 Pa horse, it is quite lixely that 
the fashion of wintering at San Francisco will be 
extremely popular.

THE WAUKEGAN FAIR. 

Mr. H. T. Helm, who lives near Lake Forest, 
III., is en | well known among horsemen for 
some extraordinary theories concerning the breed- 
ingand developmentof the trotting horse, which 
he promulgated to the public through the medium 
of a monthly publication in this city. Being such 
n hand to write avout trotting stailions, it is but 
natural that Mr. Helm shoald be the proprietor of 
one of those useful animals. He is. The name of 
his horse is Argonaut. Whether the animal is 
a trotter or not this paper does not know or care. 
But whatever the speed of the horse may be, Mr. 
Helm has the grim satisfaction of knowing 
that the animal has been the means of 
creating an immense amount of bad feel- 
ing among the horsemen who attended the Lake 
County Fair, held at Waukegan about two weeks 
ago. There is a prolonged and vigorous how! all 
aleng the line. The dissatisfied ones tell the most 
horrible stories of how the entire horse depart- 
ment of the fair was run in the interest of Arzo- 
nautand his colts, The judges in the suckling- 
colts class are hauled over the coals by one gentle- 
man who has communicated with Tas TribuNE on 
the sudject, and who claims that they were bound 
to be prejudiced in favor of the Argonaut entry. 
Other parties who were present say that the Ar- 
gonaut colt which obtained tue first prize in the 
show of suckling colts was manifestly the least 
worthy of it of the three exhivited, the others 
being by White Eve and Richelieu respectively. 
This paper is fully aware of the fact thatthe de- 
decisions of judges at faire are nearly 
always claimed dy defeated parties to 
have deen influenced. dut in the 
present instance there seems to be but one opinion 
among the Chicago horsemen who were at Wauke- 
gan, and that is that the Argonaut colt was not de- 
serving of the prize. 

But this was not the only instance in which the 
cry of Too much Argonaut’? was raised. It is 
claimed that in the trial of trotting stallions the 
prejudices of the judges in favor of that stallion 
wereagtin manifeste It seems that this race 
was Originally arranged to be a mile dash, but that 
after the horses had gone up the home stretch to 
ecore they were recailed, and the drivers told that 
they woula trot half-a-mile only. Some reons 
go so farastosay that the changein the distance 
wae made because Argonaut could go to the half- 
mile pole at @ great deal faster clip than he 
could come home, but this, of course, may 
be merely talk. At all events, Argonaut won the 
race, which-will bave to be accepted as proof of 
his superiority.—at least for haf a mile. it ix to 
be regretted that so muca hard feeling should have 
arisen about the matter. but it certainly exists, and 
is bere alluded to simply as a matter of news, and 
not because this paper takes either side of the con- 
troversy. 

But there was a ludicrous side to the Waukegan 
Fairas well. All the horsemen who were there 
have been splitting their sides ever since over the 
decisions in certain races. In one of them two 
Chicago horses—Silver Duke and Minnie Tay!or— 
were entered. The latter was driven by *‘ i ncie 
Bil” Hodges, her owner, who has started 
ber in innumerable races during the past 
five years, and has always succeeded in 
avoiding a record. In the first heat of the race al- 
juded to, Silver Duke took the lead and won easily, 
as everybody supposed. The surprise of the crowd, 
and Hodges in particular, can be imagined when 
the judges announced that Minnie Taylor had won, 
in 2:45. Minnie’s driver went to the judges ard 
told them that Silver Duke won the heat fairly and 
ought fo nave it, but they claimed fou! driving on 
the part of hia driver, and said that they had set 
the horse back fer that reason. Finding that his 
mare had a record, Hodges then went on and won 
the race, but, in telling the story after reaching 
thie city, said that Silver Duke. and not Minnie 
Taylor, was a long ways in the lead during the en- 
tire mile; thatif anybody was fouled it must have 
been his mare, and that he knows she was not. 

Another instance where the judges were taken 
in was in a running race in which the colt by West 
Roxbury, known as Jim Marphy, nad been en- 
tered. The horse was not present at all, but in 
orderfto fill the race some of Chicago 
boys paid the entrance on the Roxbury 
ak, and then rung in the half-mile horse, Siiver- 
tail, from the Stock-Yardse in this city, and cap- 
tu money, another horse controlled by 
them winning first. Suilvertail looks about as 
much like Jim Murphy as @ rhionocerous does like

RIF LE-SHOOTING, 
SIR HENRY HALFORD THINKS GREAT BRITAIN 
HASN’T A FAIR CHANCE. 
Dispetch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, Oct. 18.—The Board of Directors of 
the Nationa! Rifle Association held a special meet- 
ing to-day for the purpose of exchanging views 
with Sir Henry Halford, late Captain of the British 
Rifle Team, upon the question of shooting the next 
international match for the Centennial trophy. Sir 
Henry said he could not undertake to bring a Brit- 
ish team to this country another year unless the 
conditions governing the match were altered so as 
to exclude all teams representing — ＋ coun- 
try in Great Britain, and accepting but one team, 
which should be selected by the National Rifle As- 
sociation of Great Britain. 

This point granted, he favored as a side issue the 
increase of the distance shot over by substituting 
1,100 yards for the range at 800 yards. He also 
thought that the match should be shot on neutral 
ground. Wimbledon, he said, was not used as a 
practice-range in England, as Creedmoor is in this 
country. and matches shot there gave neither side 
any unfair advantage. Unfortunately, he said, the 
countries of Great Britain would not always pull 
together, and if the conditions were not changed 
Scotland and Ireland would continue to send dis- 
tinct teams to thie country. The Scottish Rifle As- 
sociation was, however, fm an unsettled state, 
owing to the controversy on this very question, 
and its President and several influential Directors 
had severed. their connection with tnat body. 

Gen. Dakin, Gen. Shaler, Col. Gilderslee ve, 
Col. Sanford, and Maj. Fulton all spoke earnestly 
against any alteration of the conditions already es- 
tablished, and a resolution offered by Gen. Shaler, 
with an appended amendment to the same effect by 
Col. Wingate, was adopted. 

Congress will be memorialized for a small appro- 
priation for the encouragement of rifle practice by 
the regular army and by the militia of the several 
States. N

A Fragment of Autobiography by 
Alexandre Dumas. 


Suleiman Pasha, the New Turkish 
Commander-in-Chief. 


Apochryphal Titles in France---Victoria’s 
Tutor---An Italian Romance, 


ALEXANDRE DUMAS. a 
Paris Correspondence New Tork wraphic, 

The dramatist, novelist, essayist, moralist, 
and Academician, whose name is Alexandre 
Dumas, bears worthily the crushing heritage of 
a patronymic made so illustrious by its former 
possessor. Amid the somewhat revolting but 
always powerful and brilliant pages of his new 
volume of plays I come upon this fragment of 
autobiography, dropped carelessly amid the 
lucubrations of one of his prefaces, and which 
possesses a certain interest for the public, inas- 
much as it gives the lic to sundry romantic sto- 
ries which have been told about his childhood 
and his relations with his celebrated father. 
One of these stories described him as only 
learning that father’s name when he was a boy 
of 15 or 16, and as forcing his way into the pres- 
ence of the great Dumas, and siormily claim- 
ing recognition as his child. Nothing of the sort 
occurred. He says: | 

My mother was a good, courageous woman, who 
worked to rear me; my father, a Government em- 
ploge. with a salary of 1, 200 francs a year ($240), 
having his mother to 1 By a lucky chance 
it so — — that ay ather, though impulsive, 
was kind-hearted. When, after his first successes 
asa dramatist, he thought ne couid rely upon the 
future, he recognized me and gave me his name. 
That was much; the law did not force him to do so, 
ana I have been so grateful that I have borne that 
name as well as I could. Yet it appeared that hie 
name was not enough in the eyes of the children 
whose ition was perfectly regular before the 
law, and in the midst of whom | was placed very 
early in a great boarding-schoo! kept by one of the 
best of men, M. Prosper Goubaux. These children 
insulted me from morning till night, delighted prob- 
ably to abuse in me the celebrated name of my 
father because my mother had the misfortune not 
to bearit. There was not a day that I did not have 
afight with one or another of my com and 
sometimes with several together, for their coward- 
ice was not solely moral. Those who were not 
thus, said nothing and looked on. My suffering, 
which I have described in L’ Affaire Clemencean, "’ 
and of which I never spoke to my mother so as not 
to distress her, lasted five or mx years. 

A charming picture, is it not, of the generosity 
of nature, the moral courage, the high-minded- 
ness of the average French school-boy! Taken 
from this purgatory finally, and placed in a 
private school, the young Dumas scon gained 
full health and strength, and at the age of 20 
was a vigorous and inteiligent young ma». Of 
his relations with his father at that epoch, I will 
let him speak for himself: 

You have known my father; you can recall that 
good humor, that inalterable and tential 
gayety, that prodigality wherewith he lavished his 
money, his talent, hie strength, his life. His 
heart completed whatever was legally wanting to 
his fraternity, and I became his most intimate 
friend. That marvelous man had the gift of rest- 
ing himself from one fatigue by another fatigue, 
and when he had worked beyond al! ‘bounds he 
hunted for three or four days, or danced for three 
or four nights, sleeping in the carriage that con- 
— him to the meeting of the aunt, or in the 
cab that was bringing him home from a ball. 

The father and son started out to see life to- 
gether, and the younger of the two in thought, 
in feeling, in avidity tor pleasure, was certainly 
not the latter, though he says: 

Wearied of sadness, | wanted to realize life, and 
I thought I should always find money in the drawer 
of the table on which my dearest friend wrote for 
fifteen hours out of the twenty-four. 

Out of this experience of life came weariness, 
disgust, bad habits, and fifty depts to the amount 
of 50,000 francs. More scrupulous in money 
matters than was that born Bohemian, bis 
father, the younger Dumas ardently desired to 
pay bis debts. It was the long-delayed success 
ot ** La Dame aux Camelias“ that finally fur- 
nished him with the means of doing so. 

It is well known that he re his father’s 
affection with a tender devotſon that ceased 
only with the life of the wonderful old man. 
The elder Dumas died beneath his son’s roof, 
surrounded by all filial care and tenderness. 
Of his last illness a characteristic anecdote is 
told. When he was brought home stricken 
down with the malady that was soon to prove 
fatal, his son aided him to undress so that he 
micht go to the bed that he was destined never 
to leave. As his clothes were being laid aside, 
a single gold piece fell from the pocket of his 
waistcoat, and rolled upon the floor. There!” 
cried Dumas, witha flash of his olden gayety, 
began life with twenty francs in my pocket, 
and Iam about to die without having dimin- 
ished my capital. Who will dare call me ex- 
travagant after that!

SULEIMAN PASHA. 
Bucharest Correspondence New York Times. 

Suleiman Pasha has such a very eccentric 
method of conducting a campaign that no one 
can tell what he wants or means to accomplish. 
The enemies of the first Bonaparte, in their de- 
sire to detract from the merit of his victories, 
used to say, sneeringly: It is true that he has 
been successful, but he has been so by the vio- 
lation of every established rule of tactics.” 
Suleiman Pasha has read this naive anecdote, 
and has determined to show himself the worthy 
imitator of the First Consul, by going back 
three centuries, to the time of his glorious 
namesake, Suleiman II., and fighting as people 
did when firearms were only accessories, 
and bows and arrows, lances and sabres 
were the Principal weapons of  of- 
tense. For him the Janissaries with 
their impetuous rush are the true models 
to be followed,and all modern innovations mere 
makeshitts to conceal the absence of that cour- 
age by which alove the Osmanli should triumph. 
Suleiman Pasha is a little over 40 years of age. 
Who he was, no cue Knows, before he put on 
the turban. His nationality is supposed to be 
Polish, and he is strong! rotected by the 
powerful influence of the Old Turkish party by 
whom be is held in great respect for his sed- 
ulous observance of the principles and precepts 
of the Koran. In other words, he is a fanatical 
renegade with Puritan manners, who hates 
Christians, and never drinks spirits in public. 
Like most of his class, he will probably one day 
sell his army to the Russians, after the manner 
of Joussouf Pasha, at Varna, in 1828; mean- 
while, he is doing it all the harm he can by use- 
lessly exposing it in assaults perfectly unneces- 
sary, and by refusing to come to the assistance 
of his chief, by whom he is publicly denounced 
asa miserable traitor.”” Tall and muscular 
as a Circassian, his bronzed features bear an ex- 
pression of sternness and decision almost 
amounting to ferocity. His courage is un- 
daunted; his want of education almost prover- 
bial. Hespeaks French fluently, but ungram- 


matically; boasts of never having studied any 


military author, and never writes a letter or 
takes anote. Sober asa Spartan, simple and 
unaffected in his dress and manners, Suleiman 
Pasha is the very antipodes ot his Russian ad- 
versariés, and by the mode of organization of his 
army and of its various elements may 
be called a military specialist, a living 
anachronism. He despises red tape in 
ever form, and consequently has no 
staff. With him aides-de-camp are useless ¢m- 
barrassments; so he retains about his person 
simply one or two orderly officers for the trans- 
mission of orders on the ficld, as he retains no 
copies of anything. Tbe Quartermaster’s De- 
bart ment is a source of abuses. He has, there- 
lore, suppressed it entirely, just as he has done 
4th the ambulance service, maintaining that no 
lerer has any need of surgical aid, but 
t be his kismet to recover he will do so, 
to call in a foreign nakim is to fly into 
the facewof the decree of Allah. Still, even 
with all these radical reforms, Suleiman 
Pasha has won not a few brilliant victories 
by the rapidity and energy of his move- 
ments and the impetuosity of his attacks. 
The necessities of strategy having obliged 
the General to move hurriedly from 
Adrianople to Karabunar, he summoned the 
differeot commanders of bis forces to his pres- 
ence and gave the order for each one to get his 
men off in the course of four-and-twenty-bours, 
adding that they might take whatever meas- 
ures they chose, provided that every one was at 
the point of rendezvous at the proper time. 
Immediately the movement of the troops com- 
menced. e suldiers were notified to provide 
themselves with three days’ rations of biscuit, 
aud to get intothe train if they could find seats, 
or to go by road if they could not. Go to 
Karabunar as fast as you can,.“ was the order of 
the officers, and thither every one went 48 fast 
as his legs or the railway carriages d take 
him. Suleiman Pasha bly commands well, 
bat, let me add, every Ottoman soldier is an- 
other Suleiman who acts, and in this individu- 
ality lies the secret of his success.

THE LAKE-SHORE DRIVE 
has not been what might be called seriously 
by the storm, yet the effect of the rain 
and waves is plainiy visible in many 
places.

Shortly before 11 o’clock yesterday forenoon, 
Dr. D. C. Stillians, a physician well known in 
the West Division, and residing at No. 239 West 
Indiana street, called into the Madison Street 
Station and asked for a few moments’ conversa- 
tion with Lieut.

She was searched, 
taken to the West Madison Street Station, 
and placed iu confinement. In her office, which 
is quite neatly furnished, the detective iound a 
case of homeopathic medicines, and, in search- 
ing in asmall closet under the wash-bowl, he 
found secreted an abortionist’s entire lay-out.

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Prof. Tyndall’s Recent Ad- 
dress on the Human 
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How Vital Energy Acts—Is the 
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vices To-Day. . 


THE HUMAN SOUL. 
A RECENT ADDRESS BY PROF. TYNDALL. 

Ap address was delivered by Prof. Tyndall on 
Monday evening, Oct. 1, at Birmingham, En- 
gland, as President of the Midland Institute. 
We take from the London Tunes of Oct. 2 the 
concluding and more important portion of it. 
After a recapitulation of the acientific principles 
governing the correlation of forces, Prof. Tyn- 


dall weut on as follows: 

The quickness of thought has passed into a 

verb, and the notion that. any measurable 
time elapsed between the infliction of a wound 
and the feeling of the injury would have been 
rejected as preposterous thirty years ago. Nerv- 
ous impressions, notwithstanding the results of 
Haller, were thought to be transmitted, if not 
instantaneously, at ail events with the rapid- 
ity of electricity. Hence, when Helmholz, in 
1851, affirmed, as the result of experiment, 
peryous transmisssion to be a comparatively 
sluggish process, very few belicved him. His 
experiments may now be made in the lecture- 
room. Sound in air moves at the rate of 1,100 
feet a second ; sound in water moves at the rate 
of 4,000 feet a second; light in ether moves at 
the rate of 190,000 miles a second, and electricity 
in free wires moves probably at the same rate. 
But the nerves transmit their messages at the 
rate of only seventy feet a second, a progress 
which in these quick times might well be re- 
garded as intolerably slow. Your townsman, 
Mr. Gore, has produced by electrolysis a kind of 
antimony which exhibits an action stnkingly 
analogous to that of nerv propagation, A 
rod of this antimony is in such a molecular con- 
dition that when you scratch or heat one 
end of the rod, the disturbance propagates it- 
self before your eyes to the other end, 
the ouward march of the disturbance 
being announced by the development of heat 
snd fumes along the line of propagation. In 
some such way the molecules of the nerves are 
successively overthrown; and if Mr. Gore could 
only devise some means of winding up his ex- 
hausted antimony, as the nutritive blood winds 
up exhausted nerves, the comparison would be 
complete. The subject-may be summed up, as 
Du Boyes-Reymond has summed it up, by ref- 
erence to the case of a whale struck by a har- 
poon in the tail. If the animal were seventy 
leet long, a second would elapse before the 
disturbance could brain. But 
the impression after its arrival has to 
diffuse itself and throw the brain into 
the molecular condition necessary to con- 
sciousness. Then, aud not till then, the com- 
mand to the tail to defend it itself is shot through 
the motor nerves. Another second must elapse 
before the order reaches the tail, so that more 
than two seconds transpire between the inflic- 
tion of the wound and the muscular response 
of the part wounded. The interval required 
tor the kindling uf consciousness would prob- 
ably more than suffice for the destruction of 
the brain by lightning or even by a rifle bullet. 
Before the organ can arrange itself, it may, 
therefore, be destroyed, and in such case we 
may safely conclude that death is painless. The 
experiences of common life supply us with 
copious instances oi the tiberation of vast stores 
of muscular power by an infinitesimal “ prim- 
ing” of the muscles by the nerves. e all 
know the effect produced on a nervous organi- 
zation by a slight sound which causes affright. 
Au acrial wave, the energy of which would not 
reach a minute fraction of that necessary to 
raise the thousandth of a grain through the

THE FREEDOM OF THE WILL: 

Is the will of inan. iu other words, free, or are 
it and nature equally bound fast in fate?” 
From this latter ceoclusion, after he bad estab- 
lished it to the entire satisfaction of his under- 
standing, the great German thinker Fichte re- 
coiled. You will find the record of this strug- 
gle detweeu head and heart in bis book, entitled 

»Die Bestimmung des Menschen "—“ The Vo- 
cation of Man. Fichte was determined at all 
hazards to maintain his freedom, but the price 
he paid for it indicates the <ifliculty of the task. 
To escape from the irou nevessity seen every- 
where reigning in physical nature, be turned 
defiantly round upon nature and law, and afhrm- 
ed both of them to be the products of his own 
mind. He was not going to be the slave of a 
thing which be had himself created. There is 
a good deal to be said iu favor of this new, but 
few of us probably would be able to bring to 
play the solvent transcendentalism whereby 
Fichte melted his chains. Why do some of us 
regard this notion of necessity with terror, 
while others do not fear tat all! Has not 
Carlyle somewhere said that a belief in destiny 
is the bias of all earnest minds? “It is not 
nature.“ says Fichte, “itis freedom itself by 
which the greatest and most terrible disorders 
incident to our race are produced. Man is the 
cruelest enemy to man.“ But the question of 
moral responsibility here emeryes, and it is the 
possible loosening of this responsibility that se 
many of us dread. The notion of necessity cer- 
tainly failed to frighten Bishop Butler. He 
thought it untrue, but he did not fear its practi- 
cal consequences. Ile showed, on the contrary, 
in the “* Analogy,” that as far as human conduct 
is concerned, the two theories of free will and 
necessity come to the same in the end. What is 
meant by free will! Does it imply the power of 

roduciug events without antecedents—of start- 

, as it were, upou a creative tour of occur- 
rences, without any impulse from within or 
from without! Let us consider the point. If 
there is absolutely or relatively no reason why 
atree should fall, it will not fall; and if there 
be absolutely or relatively no reason why a man 
should act, be will not act. Itis true that the 
united voice of this assembly couid not persuade 
me that I have not, it this moment, the power 
to lift my arm it I wished todo so. Within 
this range the couscious freedom of my will 
cannot questioned. But what about the 


origin of the wish Are we, or are we not, 
complete masters of the circumstances which 
create our wishes, motives, and tendencies to 
action? Adequate reflection will, I think. prove 
that we are not. What, for example, have 1 to 
do with the generation and development of that 
which some will consider m 
others a most potent factor of my total being 
the living, speaking organism which now ad- 
dresses you! As stated at the beginning of this 
discourse, my physical and intellectual textures 
were woven for me, not by me. 
the conduct or regulation ot which I had no 
share have made me what I am. Here, surely, 
if anywhere, we are as clay in the hands of the 
potter.

It seemed to him evident that the State would 
benefit if prisoners of the first clase were liber- 
ated, prisoners of the second class educated, and 
prisoners of the third class put compendiously 
under water. 
FREE WILL AND PUNISHMENT. 
It is not. however, from the observation of 


individuals that the argument against “ free 


Will,“ as commonly understood. derives its 
principal force. It is, as already hinted, indefi- 
nitely strengthened when extended to the race. 
Most of you have been forced to listen to the 
outcries and denunciations which rung discord- 
ant through the land for some years after the 
ublication of Mr. Darwin’s * Origin of Species. 
Well, the world—even the clerical world—bas 
for the most part settled aown.in the belief that 
Mr. Darwin’s book simply reflects the truth of 
nature; that we who are now “ foremost in the 
files of time have come to the front through 
almost endless stages of promotion from lower 
to higher forms of life. If to any one of us 
were given the privilege of looking back tnrough 
the eons across wich life has crept toward its 
present outcome, his vision would ultimately 
reach a point when the progenitors of this as- 
sembly could not be called human. From that 
humble society, throueh the interaction of its 
members and the storing up of their best quali- 
ties, a better one emerged; from this na 
better still, until at le by the integration 
of infinitesimals thro ages of amelioration, 
we came to be what we are to-day. We of this

We entertain no malice

enjoy liberty of evil action in our midst. You, 
who have behaved as a wild beast, we claim the 
right to cage or kill as we should a wild beast. 
The public safety is a matter of more import- 
ance than the very limited chance of your moral 
renovation, while the knowledge that you have 
been hanged by the neck may furnish to others 
about to do as you have done the precise motive 
which will hold them back. If your act be such 
as to invoke a minor penalty, then not only 
others, but yourself, may poe by the punish- 
ment which we inflict. the homely pripciple 
that A burut child dreads the fire,” it will 
make vou think twice before venturing on a 
repetition of yourcrime. Observe, finally, the 
consistency oi our conduct. You offend, because 
you canyot help offending, to the public detri- 
ment. We punish, because we cannot help pun- 
ishing, for the public good. Practically, then, 
as Bishop Butler predicted, we act as the world 
acted when it supposed the evil deeds of its 
criminals to be the products of free will. 

NATURE ENCOURAGES RIGHT DOING. 

“ What," I have heard it argued, is the use 
of preaching about duty if man’s predetermin- 
ed position in the moral world renders him inca- 
baue of profiting by advice’” Who knows 
that he is incapable? The preacher’s last word 
enters as a factor into the man’s conduct; and 
itmay de a most important factor, unlocking 
moral energies which might otherwise remain 
imprisoned and unused. If the preacher feel 
that words of enlightenment, courage, and ad- 
monition enter into the list of forces employed 
by Nature for mau's amelioration, since she gift- 
ed man witb speech, be will suffer no paralysis 
to fall upon his tongue. Dung the fig-tree 
bovefully. and vet until its barrenness has been 
demonstrated beyond a doubt let the sentence 
goforth, Cut it down; why cumbereth it the 
ground!” I remember when a vouth, in the 
Town of Halifax, some thirty-two years 
ago, attending a lecture given by a 
young man to a small but sclect audi- 
ence. The aspect of the lecturer was 
earuest and practical, and his voice soon riveted 
attention. He spoke of duty, defining it asa 
debt owed, and there was a kindling vigor in 
his words which must have strengthened the 
sense of duty in the minds of those who heard 
bim. No speculations regarding the freedom of 
the will could alter the fact that the words of 
that young man did me good. His name was 
George Dawson. He also spoke, if you will al- 
low me to allude to it, of a social subject much 
discussed al the time—the Chartist subject of 
leveling.“ Suppose, he said, two men to be 
equal at night, and that one rises at 6, while 
the other sleeps till 9 the next morning, what 
becomes of your leveling? And in so speaking 
he made himself the mouthpiece of Nature, 
which, as we have seen, secures advance, pot by 
the reduction of all toacommon level, but by 
the encouragement and conversation of what is 
best. 


THE FEAR OF HELL 
It may be urged that, in dealing as above 
with my bypothetical criminal, I am assuming a 
etate of things brought about by tne influence 
of religions which juclude the dogmas of the- 


| wlogy and the belief in free will—a r- 


in which a moral majority control and keep in 
awe au immoral minority. The heart of man is 
deceitful above all things, and desperately 
wicked. Withdraw, then, our theological sanc- 
tions, including the belief in free will. and the 
condition of the race will be typified by the 
samples of individual wickedness which have 
been adduced. We shall ali, that is, become 
robbers, and ravishers, and murderers. From 
much that has been written of late, it would 
seem that this astounding inference finds house 
room in many minds. Possibly, the people who 
hold such views might be able to illustrate them 
by individual instances. 
The fear of bell's a hangman's waip 
To keep the wretca in order. 

Remove the fear, and the wretch following his 
natural instinct may become disorderly; but 1 
refuse to accept him as a sample of humanity. 
Let us eat and drink, for to-morrow we die,“ 
is by no means the ethical consequence of free 
thought. To many of you the name of George 
Jacob Holyoake is doubtiess familiar, and you 
are probably aware that at no man in England 
has the term Atheist been more frequently 

ited. There are, moreover, really few who 
— more completely liberated themselves from 
theological notions. 

ATAEISTIC MORALITY. 

Among working-class politicians Mr. Hol- 
yoake is a leader Does he exhort his followers 
to “eat and drink, for to-morrow we die!“ 
Not so. In the August number of the XA 
Century you will find these words from his pen: 
“The gospel of dirt is bad enough. but the 
gospel of mere material comfort is much worse.”’ 
He contemptuously calls the Comtist cham pion- 
ship of the workingman “ the championship of the 
treucher. He would place the ſeauest liberty 
which brought with it the dignity and power of 
sclf-help“ meber than any prospect of a full 

late without it. Suchistle doctrine taught 

y this *‘ Atheistic’’ leader; and no Christian, 
1 apprehend, need be ashamed of it. Not in 
the way assumed by our dogmatic teachers has 
the morality of human nature been propped 
up. The power which has moided us thus far 
has worked with step stools upon avery rigid 
stuff. What it has done cannot be so readily 
undone: and it has endowed us with moral 
constitutions which take pleasure in the noble, 
the beautiful, and the true. just as surely as it 
has endowed us with sentient organisms which 
finds aloes bitter and sugar sweet. That power 
did not work with delusions, nor will it stay fts 
hand when such are removed. Facts ratlier 
than dogmas have been its ministers,—hunger 
and thirst, heat and cold, pleasure and pain, 
sywpathy, shame, pride, love, hate, terror, awe, 
—such were the forces, the interaction, and ad- 
justment of which, during the immeasurable 
ages of his development, wove the triplex web 
of man’s physical, intellectual, and moral na- 
ture, and such are the forces that will be effec- 
tual to the end. 

WHY MEN ASPIRE TO HEAVEN. 

Some may retort that, even on my own show- 
ing, the power which makes for righteous- 
ness has dealt in delusions; for it cannot be 
denied that the beliefs of religion, including the 
dogmas of theology and the freedom of the 
will; have had some effect in molding the moral 
world. Granted; but I do not think that this 
goes to the root of the matter. Are you quite 
sure that those beliefs and dogmas are primary 
and not derived—that they are not the products, 
instead of being the creators, of man’s moral 
I think it is in one of the Latter-Day 
Pamphlets “ that Carlyle corrects a reasoner, 
uo deduced the nobility of man from a belief 
in Heaven, by telling him that he puts the cart 
before the horse, the real truth being tbat the 
belief in Heaven is derived from the nobility of 
man. The bird’s instinct to weave its nest is 
referred to by Emerson as typical of the force 
which built cathedrals, temples, and pyramids: 

Knowest thou what wove yon woodbird's nest 
Of leaves and feathers from her breast, 
Or how the fish outbuilt ite shell, 
Painting with morn each annual cell, 
Buch and so grew these holy piles 
Waile love and terror laid the tiles; 
Earth proudly wears the Parthenon 

As the best gem upon her zone, 

And Morning opes with haste her lids 
To gaze apon the Pyramids; 

O’er Engiand’s abbeys bend the sky 

As on its friend with kindred eve; 

For out of Thought’s interior sphere 
These wonders rose to upper air,

building under a mortgag@ now occupied by 
them, a full statement of dhe causes leading 
to such sale should be made public. 

The mortgage under which the building and 
lot was sold un Friday last given some years 
ago by a former Board of tees for a loan 
of $8,300, and the funds werg used in building 
and furnishing the church. At the time the 
loan was made there was gréat activity in build- 
ing and improving the section of the city where 
the church now stands, beim on the corner of 
Loomis and West Jackson @gtreets, and it was 
then believed the church wohld soon be in the 
centre of a large and: populous district. In this 
hope, however, as subsequémt events proved, 
they were mistaken. A very large tract of de- 
sirable residence property immediately west and 
south of this locality still mains vacant—the 
reason is probably best known to the owners 
thereof, and it soon became @yident to the mem- 
bers of the church and congPegation that the 
location of the church was ag error; aud that a 
building in some more centra@j and accessible lo- 
cality was in every way to be desired. Had it 
been otherwise, most ass@fediy the present 
building would long since hae become the 
property of the Society. 3

some time looking to a more 
a church-building better suited to the necessi- 
ties of this rapidly-growing Society. 

Since the accession of the preseut pastor, the 
Rev. N. F. Ravlin, its course has been upward 
and onward,—so greatly so, that within the last 
twelvemonth its communicants have increased 
fully one hundred-fold of its former member- 
ship, while the worshiping congregation has 
more than doubled.

THE HESS TROUPE. 

The Hess English Opera Troupe seem to have 
made a very decided success. with Ambroise 
Thomas’ Midsummer Nigut's Dream“ in New 
Vork, last Monday evening, which they have 
also sung every evening during the past week. 
The New York Tribune says of the performance : 

Mr. Hess has collected a troupe which, although 
small, is hard-working, well-trained, and highly 
eiticient: he has supplied good dresses and other 
appointments; Signor Operti holds the orchestra 
wellin hand; the rehearsals seem to have been 
careful; the stage is pretty; the house is cheerful; 
and the gross result is a lively, pleasant entertain- 
ment, which deserves a liberal share of the public 
favor. Inthe person of Miss Emelie Melville. Mr. 
Hess has found a valuable prima donna. She has 
a fresh and agrevable soprano voice, of ample pow- 
er for a — house; she sings carefully and cor- 
rectly; she is perfectly at bome in the business 
of the stage; her dramatic instincts are rarely at 
fault; she has a bright face and a neat little figure: 

It speuks 
well for her abilities that she steadily gained upon 
the audience as the woe wore on. Mrs. Seg- 
uin'z bandsome face and rich, sympathetic voice, 
were as grateful as ever; Mr. Henry 
Peakes was unusually good in a very prom- 
inent part; and Mr. Castle not only sang 
with taste. but showed his voice to be in much bet- 
ter order than it has been for several seasons. The 
opera chosen for this auspicious opening night was 
the Summer Night's Dream of Ambroise 
Thomas. It deals with Shakespeare, but it has no 
commection with Shakspeare’s play. The bard is 
represented as a riotous and tipsy young person, 
going to the bad in the company of Sir Jon Fal- 
da, but he is saved by Queen Llizabeth, who 
reads him several severe lectures and makes him 
the victim of a series of mystifications, which he is 
afterwards persuaded were only a drunken Sum- 
mer Night's Dream. It is not pleasant to see 
Shakespeare in such guise, and the story is more 
elaborate than ingenious; but one soon [orvets its 
absurdities in admuration of the light and elegant 
music, now tripping so gaily, now tender and 
sentimental, —always vivacious and melodious... It 
is more fluent and spontancous than the music of 
Mignon, without showing so many original 
fancies; perhaps the general public: will. like it 
better than the more serious works upon which the 
composer's fame chiefly rests.

WORTH’S STYLES.

Paris, Oct. 6.—As descriptions of Worth’s 
Styles are heralded far and near, it may appear 
useless to make further inspection in that direc- 
tion in order to impart information; yet among 
these there are frequently quiet and unobtrusive 
fashions of peculiar elegance overlooked in the 
startling splendor which surrounds them. The 
gorgeous display in female attire now recalls 
the dress of the ladies of the Court of Charles 
II., which was regarded by the most celebrated 
artists of the day as being too profuse in bright 
colors and gold brocades. The painter Lely, 


then claimed the right of producing grace in 


his pictures by draperies of a more glowing 
form, and the exercise of his own taste in ar- 
ranging colors, in which manner he painted the 
beauties of Windsor, so world-renowned. It is 
true, the artistic taste of Mr. Worth can also 
arrange everything apropos, but then he is 
frequently obliged to yield to popular taste, 
therefore solid-colored scarlet and crimson silks 
for evening dresses are now proclaimed famous- 
ly a la mode.

THE HOME SAVINGS BANK OF ELGIN, 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 

Evers, III., Oct. 2.—Further developments 
place in a somewhat different light the affairs of 
the Home Savings Bank. The Home National 
Hank, although an entirely distinct organiza- 
tion, had occupied the same office and received 
on deposit a considerable portion of the savings- 
tank deposits at a rate which was lucrative to 
the former. On account of the collapse of the 
St. Louis and Chicago institutions, there had 
heen some uneasiness, and more money than 
usual was being withdrawn from the savings- 
bank. There being so close a relationship be- 
tween the two banks, O. Davidson and W. H. 
Hintze being respectively President and Cash- 
ier of each, it had been supposed by the above 
officers that the Board of Directors of the Na 
tional Bank would assist them over the crisis, 
and it now appears that negotiations were in 
progress and almost completed looking to the 
transfer of the entire savings-bank business to 
the steckholders of the Natianal Bank. On the 
strength of this understanding all savings de- 
posits were being paid after the usual notice, 
and up to Tuesday noon about one-fourth of the 
entire amount had been paid out. At that 
time it was learned that the Directors hai 
reached a different conclusion, having 
decided to separate the two banks, and allow 
the savings bank to shift for itself. It was 
then decided on the part of the savings bank 
that for the interests of the depositors them- 
selves it would be best for the bank to go into 
voluntary liquidation, and a notice has been 
issued by the President announcing that the 
bank will be prepared to pay 40 per cent of its 
deposits in thirty days. I am informed that a 
further dividend is likely to be made very soon 
thereafter, and that the entire amount, dollar 
for dollar, will be paid just as fast as the assets 
can be real on. I understand that the lat- 
ter are ample to meet all liabilities to deposi-

SOME WOMEN'S THOUGHTS. 
New York Evening Post. 

At a Women’s Congress” which met last 
week in Cleveland, O., there was considerable 
talking on the subject of the present and the 
future of the speakers and their daughters. A 
Rhode Island woman said that many of the 
women in that State did not inform themselves 
about what is going on. “This should be 
remedied.“ A Maine woman remarked that 
there the women are intelligent and are im- 
bued with a sense of justice”—which must 
make it pleasant for any husbands that are 
brutes. There are several female doctors” 


practicing in Maine; there is a Universalist 


female preacher.““ In the speaker’s opinion 
there should be “a law requiring at least one 
female doctor in every hospital.“ Why not 
also one female preacher in every town? ‘The 
educational aspect“ of women in that Common- 
wealth is encouraging, because the girl can be 
found in many places of usefulness.” 

A Wisconsin woman announced that her State 
is dong good work for the education of its 
daughters, and that in a short time this will be 
felt.“ A Colorado woman said that she had 
been busy in the State canvass, and had there- 


fore found little time to prepareareport. There 


are about two men to every woman in that 
State, and “consequently the latter is well 
thought of and well paid,—better than most 
anywhere else.“ Miss Partridge, of Missouri, 
remarked that, in morals the women there are 
equal to those of other States. The law gives 
the wife a right to hold all her property free 
from the husband.“ Unfortunately, however, 
“she cannot convey her real estate without his 
signing the deed.”’ 

The New Jersey women, according to one of 
their number, serve on Educational Boards,“ 
by which is meant, we suppose, that they are 
sometimes School Trustees. Still, “ girls must 
go out of the State to receive a college educa- 
tion.“ Industrially the women are making 
good progress, and are doing much in farming. 
In the State there is one woman who is a 
butcher.” 

An Indiana woman reported that all the best 
educational institutions there, except two, are 
open to women. These two are under the con- 
trol of the Presbyterians.” At least, during 
the last two years, much intellectual activity 
has been manifested among the women. Mor- 
ally the State is doing well, there being but few 
women in prisons.”” Very properly, however, 
“Indiana has a separate prison for women, 
which is managed by them. Orphan Asylums 
are also under their control. A reformatory for 
girls contains 150 inmates. “ The women of the 
State need the benefit of co-operation, but are 
getting to be more charitable than formerly in 
regard to religious matters.“ 

The Illinois laws are “quite liberal toward 
women,” the Assistant State Entomologist be- 
ing a woman. Her name is Miss Smith. 
Many clubs are managed by women,“ and it 
seems to follow that business is also looked 
after by them” in a lively fashion. They edit 
newspapers and practice law and medicine. One 
of them runs a greenhouse.” In Massachu- 
setts, although the gates of Harvard are not 
open to women—the side doors are. The leg- 
lation of the State is progressive for women.“ 

A colored woman read a paper “On the Col- 
ored, Women of America.“ She said that to 
elevate the man was to lift up the woman, but 
in the new condition of things the colored man 
has vaulted into power, leaving the women be- 
hind.“ Some colored women, *evertheless, are 
studying medicine, and one of them has become 
u lawyer. They often doa good business in 
raising vegetables and swine. Truth is need- 
ed by the colored woman more than flattery.’’ 
Mrs. Sarah J. Spencer, a colored woman of 
Washington, said that the wife of the colored 
man should have the ballot as well as he. 
Washington was a bad place. She would like 
to be Chief-of-Police of that city for a year in 
order that all micht have their rights.“ 

Mrs. Blackwell spoke on finance. She thought 
that We must not have money that can be 
made by fraud or the will of map. It is impos- 
sible ever to have paper money properly.“

Interesting Extracts from That 
Document. 


Strong Arguments in Favor ef Remone- 
| tizing Silver. | 


The Report of Senator Jones and bis Com- 
mitte on the question of remonetizing silver 
has reacned us. It makes a book of 203 large, 
closelv-printed pages, and would fill the double- 
shect Sonar Trrpune in small type. But it 
is a crushing document against the single gold 
standard, and a convincing, unapswerable 
argument in behalf of the double standard of 
silver and gold. The imjury that has already 
beep inflicted upon the country by demonctiz- 
ing silver is immense, as shown by the Report. 

The Majority Report is signed by Senators 
John P. Jones and Lewis V. Bogy. and George 
Willard, W. S. Groesbeck, and R. P. Bland; 
the Minority Report by George 8. Boutwell, 
Francis Bowen, and R. L. Gibson. No intel- 
ligent, impartial man, who reads the two Re- 
ports, but must fee] that the weight of fact and 
ef argument is enormously on the side of the 
double standard. We make room for a few ex- 
tracts from the Majority Report: 

THE DOUBLE 8STaNDARD. 

The philosophy of the double standard is, 
that a rise in the value of money and a fallin gen.

WEIGHT AND BULKINESS OF SILVER. 

So far as convenience of handling is concerned, 
it is enough to say that both gold and silver are too 
bulky aed heave orthe ordinary transactions of 
business. Only a minute percentage of large pay- 
ments is made in either metal, nearly all of them 
being made with paper, or by transfers of credits. 
What is called gold in the markets and in the bank 
reserves in this country is, to a considerable ex- 
tent, not really that metal, but certiticates of the 
deposits of it issued in money-note form by the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United States. 
Such certificates may and ought to be issued upon 
the deposit of silver, which can be held at less risk 
old. They should be issued for bars of both 
metala, stamped at the Government assay-offices, 
as well as for coins. They would be much more 
convenient for money use than coin of either met- 
al. The habite and prejudices of the people of 
the United States are confirmed in favor of a safe 
peper money. If dv safety is meant constant con- 
vertibility at will into coin, no paper money could be 
safer than that based dollar for dollar on coin or 
bullion in the Government vaults. Such paper 
would be universally used in transacting the busi- 
nees cf the country. A certificate in money-note 
form issued by the United States Treasury for a 
deposit of silver in its vaults would be neither 
heavier, bulkier, nor less convenient than a like 
certificate issued for a deposit of gold. 
A shrinking volume of money and falling prices 
always have and always must have a tendency 
to concentrate wealth, to enrich the few. and to 
impoverish and degrade the many. This tendency 
is subtle, active, and portentous throughout the 
world to-day. : 
EFFECT OF CONTRACTION ON REAL ESTATE. 
When money begins to become scarce, by rea- 
eon of a shrinkage in its volume, the first effect 
upon real estate is found to be, not a decline of its 
nominal price, but a diminution in the number of 
transactions. Market reporis quote real estate 
**duil; jsew sales, bul prices rm. This stagna- 
tion is ascribed to temporary causes, and a speedy 
recovery predicted. In order to maintain prices, 
the terms of purchase are made easier. The 
amount of cash payments is reduced, and the de- 
ferred payments, secured by — 2 on the prop- 
erty, extended over longer periode. After a time 
this expedient falle, and. even then, nominal 
rices are unnaturally held up for a short period 
y the st les of those who have purch upon 
these extended credits, and by the tenacity of own- 
ers who refuse to sell at lower figures, and mort- 
gags their own property to protract their power to 

Thes tion of voluntary transactions is 
finally followed by the activity of involuntary ones 
under the direction of Sherifis and by the foreclos- 
ure of mortgages. 
Upon any material decline in the price of real 
estate, a large clase of investors, believing that the 
bottom has been reached, and desiring to profit by 
the reaction which they think is sure to come speed- 
ily, enter the market and temporarily check the de- 
cline. Another fall in prices sweeps them and their 
margins away, and a third class of dealers, now ab- 
solutely certain that bottom prices have been 


sible, came in as purchasers. Each succeeding 
purchaser fortifies his conclusion that present prices 
are bottom prices by comparing them with and find- 
ing that they are no higher than the prices of some 
period in the twhich is arbitrarily assumed to 
be a standard level, below which subsequent prices 
could never permanently go. It is overlooked that 
price is only the expression of a relation, and that 
no correct conclusions can be drawn from a com- 
parison of the prices of two periods unless com- 
parison be also made of the money stock, popula- 
tion, and exchanges of both periods. Contrary to 
all calculations, as the volume of money shrinks 
prices continue to fall. and these dealers encounter 
the fate of their predecessors. These operations 
rebeat themselves until universal distrust prevai'ls, 
and until it is found that, when money is decreas- 
ing in volume, prices have no bottom except a re- 
ceding one, and that they are inexorably ruled by 
the volume of money. 

CONTRACTION AND THE FARMERS. 
Farmers whose lands are not mortgaged, and 
their employes who at least are insured against 
absolute want, best escape the evils of the times, 
but the prices of agricuitural products must finally 
decline with the reduction in the number and 
means of the consumers. The tendency of falling 
prices is to break down the vast diversified inter- 
es ts of the country, and to force a constantly-in- 
creasing proportion of the popalation into the one 
single primitive industry of cultivating the soil.’ 
‘The United States, instead of continuing a highly 
commercial and manufacturing nation, will, unul 
falling prices are checked, become more and more 
exclusively agricultural and pastoral. 

EFFECT OF CONTRACTION ON SECURITIES. 
Securities have already become so impaired 
through falling prices that loanable capital bas fied 
affrighted from the newer and more sparsely settled 
sections of the country, and accumulated in large 
amounts in the great financial centres, where se- 
curities are more ample. The persona! and prop- 
erty securities of individuals have generally ceased 
to be available, except atthe highest rates of in- 
terest, or at ruinously low valuations. Money can 
be borrowed readily only upon such securities as 
bonds which are based on the unlimited tax-levyi 
power of the Government, or upon the bonds an 
stocks of first-class trunk-lines of railroad corpo- 
rations, whose freigat and fare rates are practically 
a tax upon the entire population and resources of 
the regions which they traverse and supply. The 
competition among capitalists to loan money on 
these more ample securities has become very 
keen, and euch secarities command money at 
unprecedentedly low rates. These low and lowering 
rates of interest, instead of denoting financial 
strength and industrial prosperity, are a 
gauge of increasing prostration. Large accumu- 
lations af money in financial centres, instead of 
being caused by the overfiow of a healthful cireu- 
lation, or even a proof of a sufficient circulation, 
are unmistakable evidence of a congested condi- 
tion. caused by a decreasing and insufficient cir- 
culation. The readiness with which Government 
bonds bearing a very low rate of interest are taken, 
instead of showing that the credit of the Govern- 
ment has improved, is melancholy evidence of the 
prostrated condition to which industry and trade 
have been reduced, There need be no naste in re- 
funding the public debt at the rates now proposed 
and considered low. Unless the progress of the 
commercial world in the policy of contracting 
money by demonetizing silver is checked, bonas 
bearing a mach lower rate of interest than any yet 
— will be gladly accepted dy capitalists here 
and in Europe. When the money stock is 
diminishing and prices are falling, the lender 
not only receives interest, but finds a 
profitin the greatly increased value of the princi- 
pal when itis returned to him. A loan of money 
made in 1809, if repaid in 1848, would have been 
repaid with an addition of 145 per cent in the pur- 
chasing power of the principal and interest, be- 
sides all the interest paid. ose who have loaned 
money to this Government since 1861 have already 
peceived nearly as mach in the increased value of 

principal as in interest, and all the proba- 
ities are, in regard to the 4 per cent thirty-year 
national bonds now heing negotiated, if they are 
redeemed in gola, that more profit will be made by 
the augmentation in the value of principal than 
through interest. Indeed, the signs of the times 
are that the bonds of a country possessing the un- 
bounded resources and stable institutions of the 
United States, payable in gold at the end of the 
thirty years without any interest whatever, would. 
through the increase of the value of that metal, 
prove a most profitaole investment.

WOODEN PAVEMENTS. 


How They Are Laid in Chicago—The Truth 
Plainly Told. 
Chicago Engineering News. Oct. 20. 

The present grade of the streets in the busi- 
ness portion of Chicago is about fourteen feet 
above low water-mark of Lake Michigan, or 
about eight feet above the average surface of 
the ground. The streets are either sixty-six or 
eighty feet wide; the sidewalk allowance in the 
former is fourteen feet, and in the latter sixteen 
feet on each side, thus allowing a roadway 
of thirty-eight or forty-eight feet re- 
spectively between curbs. To form the foun- 
dation for the paved streets retaining walls of 
stone are built at the outside of the sidewalk- 
allowances, and the space between is filled in 
with earth hauled from the adjacent excavations 
and by all the rubbish which can be obtained in 
the neighborhood. This, of course, is made up 
of every variety of material, from refuse bricks 
and stones to ‘manure and kitchen slops. A 
great deal of material is hauled in the winter 
and in a frozen condition, and the consequence 
is that when warm weather comes the solidifica- 
tion of the accumulated mass is anything but 
uniform. This accumulation of refuse is the 
foundation upon which the wooden pavements 
of Chicago are laid, and it is hardly ever the 
case that the street is traveled over to any con- 
siderable extent before paving, as it is almost 
impassable, and the residents are clamorous for 
the completion of the work, as their business 
interests are very seriously interfered with by 
delay. The conditions, therefore, for a suitable 
foundation upon which to lay the pavement are 
all unfavorabie to permanence. The specifica- 
tions for fillings ”’ of the City of Chicago re- 
quire that they ‘‘shall be of sand, clay, earth, or 
gravel, and free from any animal or vegetable 
matter, or any perishable material. It shall be 
compactly put in and well puddled, rammed, 
and rolled with a roller of not less 
than five tons weight, aud be 80 
tirm and compact as to be secure from 
settling. The facts are, nothing is excluded 
from street fillings; the material is dumped in 
the most careless way; there is no puddling, 
ramming, or rolling; we do not believe the city 
owns a five-ton rolier; and iustead of the ground 
thus formed being so firm and compact as to 
be secure against settling,” every citizen of Chi- 
cago is knowing to the fact that hardly a pave- 
ment is laid that does not show settJement in 
places beiore the work has got 100 yards in ad- 


vance, and that solidity, instead of being the 


rule, is the exception. This, then, is the sub- 
structure—the foundation—of the Chicago 
pavements, and they are, from the bottom up, 
frauduient. 

The city specifications call for rows of sound, 
live 4x8 inch Norway or white pine blocks, free 
from sap. loose or rotten knots,or other defects, 
twelve inches (I) long, placed on end upon the 
sand, the rows running diagonally across the 
street, and being kept an inch apart, the blocks 
in the different rows of the pavement to break 
joints in a similar manner as in brick Masonry.”’ 
The sound, live blocks of Norway or white pine 
consist of dead, scorched pine, brought from the 
burpt forests of Wisconsin, and when laid 


in the streets of Chicago the process 
of decay has already commenced, and 
to-day any person driving over the 


wooden pavements laid only two or three years 
ago does so at imminent peril to his vehicle, so 
rough and uneven is the readway. In laying the 
pavement only the cheapest class of labor is em- 
ployed, the blocks are thrown in loosely and 
carelessly, the gravel is rammed in, and travel 
at once commences. As we remarked before, a 
road-roller is never seen in Chicago streets; oc- 
casioually a stone-roller or an iron one, propelled 
by two men, is run over the blocks. For this 
ciass of pavement, on a thirty-eight feet road- 
way, $2or $2.50 per lineal foot is assessed on 
the residents on each side of the street, or the 
pavement is laid at $4 and $5 per foot; the in- 
tersections are laid at the expense of the 
city; the retaining walls and curb-stones 
are charged to the residents of the street. The 
average wooden pavement, as laid in Chicago, 
lasts three to five vears so as to be passably 
pleasant to drive upon; after that it is worse 
than any corduroy road in the backwoods of the 
neighboring Dominion. The wooden pavement 
of Chicago is a standing disgrace to everybody 
concerned in them; to the city authorities who 

rmit such fraudulent impositions on the 
1eavily-taxed citizens, and who descend to 
practice the mean and expensive policy of evad- 
ing the royalty on the original pavement: on 
the contractors who perform the dishonest work: 
and on the engineers who permit such founda- 
tions and materials to be approved; and, last! y,on 
the citizens of Chicago, who are willing to stand 
idiv by and watch the whole dishonest proceed- 


ing, and contentedly pay the bills year after 


year for the worst pavements in America, when 
a few well-directed efforts on their part would 
insure them good ones. There are some hun- 
dreds of miles of wooden block ‘pavement in 
Chicago, and for this city it is undoubtedly the 
best and most satisfactory that can be had, 
provided it is properly constructed. But at 
present there is haraly a dozen miles of wooden 
pavement in the city that is fit to travel 
upon, although laid only three to five years 
ago, and now a Committee of the City Council 
is investigating as to what kind of pavement is 
best adapted for the renewal of these miles of 
dishonestly paved streets. With the improve- 
ment in the city’s financial condition there will 
be contracts inuumerable for street paving and 
sewering to be let; and while we would like to 
see al improvement on the present condition of 
things, we have but little expectation of there 
being any. Those of our readers, however, who 
are interested in paving contracts wili do well to 
get acquainted with this Committee, and be on

By Sec. 144, Chap. 120, of the Revised Statutes, 
it is further provided: The Treasurers of coun- 
ties under township organization, and the Sheriffs 
of counties not under township organization, shall 
be ex-omeio County Collectors of their respective 
counties.“ Cook County is under township organ- 
ization, and in consideration of the fact that the 
statute imposed upon the County Treasurer the 
duty of collecting the taxes remaining uncollected 
by the Town Collector, etc., the County Board, as 
I am informed, several years ago voted an extra 
compensation to the Treasurer of about $6,000 

ryear. A like sum was subsequently paid to 
sis successor upon the theory that the salary of the 
Treasurer, as fixed by the Legislature, was for 
services rendered as Treasurer simply, and as the 
statute imposed ‘upon him the farther duty of col- 
lecting the taxes, he was entitied to further com- 
pensation. 

But the Supreme Court of this State, in the case 
of Kilgore vs. The People, etc., 76 III. Reb. 548. 
decided that the County Treasurer is not entitled 
to any extra compensation by reason of the fact 
that he is ex-officio Collector of the county. In 
this case, which was an action on the bond of Kil- 
gore as Treasurer of Ford County to recover 
moneys which he declined to pay over, claiming te 
hpid the same as fees for his services as Collector. 
Judge lresse, who rendered the opinion of the 
Court, said: ‘‘Appellant makes the point that the 
oftice ot Treasurer and Collector are distinct, and 
his right to retain the statutory fees and commis- 
sions of Collector is perfect, notwithstanding his 
salary as Treasurer may haye been fixed. : 
The proper construction of the statate is to con- 
sider it as imposing additional duties only, and 
not as conferring an additional office 
upon the County Treasurer. We are of the 
opinion that appellant held but one office, for the 
performance of the duties of which, including those 
of a Collector, compensation was provided which 
cannot be increased. All the fees and allowances, 
therefore, beyond that, belong to the County 
Treasury, and on failure to pay them over the 
liability on the official bond was complete. 

from the quotations cited it woula scem that the 
Treasurer of Cook County must not ouly perform 
the duties of Tieasurer, bat also collect the taxes 
remaining uncollected by the Town Collectors, re- 
ceiving as compensation for his services a salary of 


$4,000 and no more. This, at first thought, may 
but the 


seem an inadequate compensation, 
law imposes upon no man the burden 
of this office, and the Treasurer is 


called upon simply to supervise the work, all 
necessary clerks and assistants being provided and 
paid for dy the county. 

it is generally understood, I believe, that the 
Treasurer receives large sume by way of interest 
on the moneys of the county loaned by him. lam 
not aware that there is any provision in our 
statutes authorizing the Treasurer to loan this 
money, neither is there any provision prohioiting 
sueh action; but that there ought to be a prohib- 
itory statute on this point the experience of the 
past fully demonstrates. By what right or aa- 
thority the ‘Treasurer, having made these 
loans, retains the interest received, it is not 
easy to discover. The County Treasurer, 
like all other county officers, is simply 
an agent of. the people of the county, and the mere 
fact of his having given a bond for the faithful die- 
charge of his duties in no manner changes that re- 
lation. It is a well-éstablished principle of law 
that an agent cannot speculate with his principal's 
money and legally claim any =* that may be 
derived thereby; especially if he has no specie 
authority from his principal to so use the funds iu 
his possession. If Aas agent collects or receives 
funds beionging to B. his principal. under instruc- 
tions to eafely keep and pay the same over at a 
given time, and without autfiority loans such funds 
and therevy derives a bene’t by way of interest 
or otherwise, B, the principal, is entitled 
to such benetit, and A to no part of the same. II. 
then, the Treasurer of Cook County, an agent of 
the people of the county. without specific author- 
ity loans the money of the covaty.—his principal, 
—and receives interest, is he not legally and mor- 
ally bound to pay the same over to his principal, 
namely, into the County Treasury? 

But without reference to this general principle 
of law. if the Treasurer of Cook County is allowed 
to loan the funds of the county and put the inter- 
est received, amounting to thirty, forty, or fifty 
thousand dollars. in his pocket, what becomes 
of that clause of the Constitution which 
provides that ** All fees, perquisites, 
and emoluments above the amount of said salary 
shall be paid into the County Treasury ! Is not 
this interest money a perquisite or an emolument? 
and is it not evident that tune framers of our Con- 
stitution inserted this clause for the very purpose 
of cutting off this corruption fund, and of com- 
pelling the Treasurer to pay overand account for 
allthe money which comes into his hands from 
whatever source derived, saving only the amount 
of bis saiary as fixed by the Legislature? 

There are a large number of decisions which bear 
more or less directly upon this point, and the 
exact question came up not long since in one of 
the courts of New York? and was decided ad- 


versely to the claims of the Treas- 
urer. This case is reported in 6 
Lansing’s Reports, page 33, Supervisors 


of Richmond County vs. Wandel. and was an action 
on the bond given by Wandel as County Treasurer. 
In rendering the decision in this case, the Court 
makes use of this strong language: The notion 
that a public officer may keep back interest which 
he has received upon a deposit of public money as 
a perquisite of Office, is an affront to law and mor- 
als, and if done with evil intent is nothing less than 
embezziement. It is claimed thatthe defendants 
who are sureties on the bond are not liabie for the 
item of interest neceived by Wandel upon moneys 
belonging to the county, but it is difficult to dis- 
cover any reasonable grounds from which to ex- 
empt them fiom liability. ”’ 

Whether our present Treasurer, in making his 
final settlement, will seek to retain the interest re- 
ceived on the * of the county which he has 
loaned, remains to be seen. Mr. Huck is reputed 
to ne a very honest man, andin the discharge of 
his official duties he has met the expectation of the 
taxpayers of the county generally. It is fair to 

resume, therefore, that he will pay into the 

reasury allthe ‘‘fees, perquisites, and emolu- 
ments received duriug his term of office. And, 
should he or his successor fail to do this, it is not 
a violent presumption to assume that the already 
overburdened taxpayers of this county will take 
such steps as may be necessary to 
recover all the money belonging to them. If, then, 
the total compensation to which the Treasurer of 
Cook County is legally entitled is the sum of 
$4, 000 per annum, —the salary as fixed by the Leg- 
islature,—and he is bound to pay into the Treas- 
ury all fees, perquisites, and emoluments received 
over and above such salary, as provided by Sec. 9, 
Art. X., of the Constitution, is it not folly for those 
genticmen who are candidates for this position to 
expend any considerable sum of money in endeav- 
oring to secure it, and may it not fairly be inferred 
that those who are lavish in the expenditure of 
their money intend to rob the people, if elected to 
this office, in order to reimburse themselves? 

Krink Hawes. 

It is difficult to see how interest on deposits 
can be regarded as ‘perquisites or emolu- 
ments.“ The law does not recognize any such 
thing as interest on deposits, anda Treasurer is 
not expected to receive any interest or to ac- 
count for it. The law simply requires the 
Treasurer to give a bond, and it looks to him 
and his bondsmen for the safe return of the 
funds. Were he required to get ihterest for 
county funds, it might be held to relieve him 
from responsibility for the principal. Nor does 
he at any time lend money to the banks. He 
deposits his funds there as others do; it is 
more convenient than keeping them in bis safe. 
He deposits whcre.he pleases, at his own risk, 
and if the banks at the end of his term of 
service choose to give him any douceur or 
honorarium for the favor conferred on them, 
it would be hard to see how he could be called 
on to pay any such gift over to the County 
Treasury. Mr. Hawes’ construction of the law 
does not seem to accord with that which the 
Courts would be apt to put upon it; and the 
experience of this city does not sustain his 
position. One City Treasurer agreed to, and 
did, pay over the interest on deposits, but, when 
he was unable to pay over the principal, his 
bondsmen set up the defense that they had been 
freed from responsibility by this arrangement 
about interest, and the Court has not yet decid- 
ed that their claim is unfounded. 

To state the case brieily, the Treasurer is re- 
sponsible for only that sum which comes into 
his hands from the taxpayers; the law makes 
him responsible for nothing more. For any 
part of it which he does not pay over he can be 
sued on his bond: be cannot be sued to recover 
something which never belonged to the county.

Boston, Oct. 17.—Let me turn to the little 
new book of Edmund Clarence Stedman’s,

The Telegraph Pool’s Difficulties.

MELTED MILLIONS. 


How Tweed’s Ill-Gotten Riches 
Took Wings and Flew 
Away. 


His Payments and Losses Since 1871--- 
What It Cost to Get Out 
of Jail. 


New York Sun, Oct. 18. : 

Mr. John D. Townsend opened yesterday’s 
session of the Aldermen's Committee on the 
Ring frauds by reading William M. Tweed's 
statement of the property that he owned in 1870 
and 1871, bis payments and losses since 1871, 
and the value of the property now in bis pos- 
session; asserting that smce 1871 the ex-Boss 
had paid to lawyers and others $1,490,500, that 
he had lost $1,206,150; and that $5,000 could not 
be realized from the property which he now 
owns. During the reading Mr. Tweed exam- 
ined a list of the Tammany Hall General Com- 
mittee for 1877. 

The sensation of the session was Mr. Tweed’s 
assertion that his escape from Ludlow-Street 
Jail cost him 860,000 Mr. Cole elicited from 
bim that be paid the money to those who aided 
him, and that he did not pay any of it to any 
official. Mr. Cole then asked; What kind of 
aid did you receive! Mr. Tweed raised a laugh 
by answering sharply: “What kind of aid 
would you expect, if you wanted to get away 
and couldu't?“ 

Mr. Tweed further exqlained his statement of 
payments and losses, and then, in reply to a 
question asked at the request of Mr. Townsend, 
said that neither Judge Folger nor Judge Au- 
drews of the Court of Appeals was a party to, or 
cognizant of, the arrangement which he says 
was made to give them more votes in this. city 
at the election in 1870 than were received bv 
the other Republican candidates for the Bench 
of the Court of Appeals. 

Mr. ‘Townsend read the following statement: 

WHERE TWEED’S MONEY HAS GONE. 

I herewith place in the hands of the Committee 
a statement of the real estate which came into my 
possession during 1870 and 1871, and since that 
time, and of all that was owned by mein 1871. 

It 1s impossible for me, having no dates to guide 
me, to detail the exchanges of property prior to 
that time. I can only say that the proceeds of 
most of the real estate which passed from my hands 
prior to 1870 became merged in the property 
which Lat that time was possessed of. I think 
can fairly say, and am willing to the best of my 
knowledge and belief to teatify, that in the year 
1871 the cost of the real estate I owned, together 
with my personal estate, was about $2, 500, 000. 
At no tims of my life was 1 worth more than from 
that amount to $3,000,000. In the fall of 1871 
an action was commenced against me by the Peo- 
ple, etc., for $1,000,000, and I was arrested 
thereon, and $1,000,000 bail requirea, There 
were difficulties in procuring bail, and by advice of 
counsel | transferred all my real estate to my son, 
Richard M., with the exception of a few pieces, 
among which were the Putnam and Queens County 
property, which, as il stated to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, are in a condition to be transferred to the city 
atithoritie-, and the others are accounted for by me 
in tae schedule hereto annexed. 

The cost of the real estate so transferred to my 
son, Richard M., to enable him to justify as one 
of my bondsmen, was, as near as I can estimate, 
$2,000, 000. Upon tnis he did so justify. 

I never again came into possession of that prop- 
erty. All of it was. sold by my son, or by his 
direction, or by foreclosure, and the proceeds paid 
over to me. From the time of my arrest and pro- 
ceedings against me by indictment and otherwise, 
all of the property, from these and many other 
causes, shrunk immensely in value, and, as is 
snown by the schedule, realized from what 1 
considered in the fall of 1871 worth $2,000,000 
less than $700, 000, which does not include, how- 
ever, the $150,000 paid to James O'Brien out of 
my real estate, nor the consideration for the Fort 
Washington property of $150,000, which was 
paid by me to Pottier & Stymus on account 
of furnishing the Metropolitan Hotel. It w 
impossible for me now to state what per- 
sonal property I at one time was possessed of. 
I specaiated largely in stocks with Fisk, Gould, 
and others, sometimes being a winner, more 
often aloser. I boughtana sold, as investments, 
different kinds of stocks, a good deal of which I 
have now in my hands, value less, and I havé reck- 
lessly parted with a great deal of money. Outside 
of the property in Patnam and Queens Counties, I 
own no real estate, nor have any interest in any. 
[now affirm, and am willing to submit to the 
closest investigation in regard to it, that Iam not 
to-day the owner of any money or property of any 
kind whatever from which $5,000 could be realiz- 
ed. The statement which has been published that 
l bave large interests abroad and have property 
secreted at home is utterly untrue. In my state- 
ment to the Attorney-General I courted the oroad- 
eat investigation on these points, but no examina- 
tion was accorded me on this matter. I now again 
express my entire willingness to give up every 
particle of property | have in the world, to furnish 
evidence on any suoject which may be considered 
beneficial to the peopie of the city or State, and, 
in fact, to place myself at the disposal of the prop- 
er officials to enable them to undo through me, as 
far as possible. the wrongs that I have committed.

him keep it there; but. while rejecting Mr. Dunlap's 
services as stakeholder for myself, and rejecting also 
the cunning imputation of Yates that I am thereby at- 
taching astlema to the draught editor of the 7ur/, I 
must respectfully solicit my opponents to concede me 
the privilege of determining who are and who are not 
my best friends.
